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Child ish Pa lms Often 
o f Intense Interest 
Have y ou ever ex amined the hand 
of a newborn baby or of a little child? 
Lo and behold, y ou will find It lined 
and m ark e d ! 
Very lik ely the two hands will be 
q uite different, y et there Is as y et no 
possibility of ex perience; hut just as [ 
under the microscope one may see the 
perfect future flower in the heart of a 
bulb, here we have in miniature what 
the developed hand may be. U nfortun­ 
ately we have insufficient data. 
I have often wisned that a complete 
set of records of the hands of many 
children from baby hood to m aturity 
could be collected for reference. There 
seems, however, to be a very notice­ 
able period between, say , seven and 
fourteen, when the majority of hands 
are more indefinite in character than 
they are either earlier or later, pos­ 
sibly because at this period the aver­ 
age growing boy or girl is in a cy cle 
of phy sical development. Character is 
temporarily fluid—jelly ing, to use a 
homely simile, only in spots. 
Not that y ou can’t read a lot from 
children’s hands, even from an infant’s, 
and there is the marvel of It. Where 
does that my sterious thing that is in­ 
dividuality and personality come from?

From early day s there seems to 
have been a demand for curious tine 
measuring machines, particularly so 
in the Seventeenth century . The v f.ri 
ous and ingenious clocks made have 
portray ed the inventive ability of our 
ancestors. 
In the famous Cathedral clock of 
Strasburg the four quarters of the 
hour were struck by four figures, enc 
of them representing a certain per!« » 
of human life. A child with an apple 
struck the first quarter, a y outh with 
an arrow followed, a man w ith a staff 
performed the third, while the fourth 
was announced by an aged man with 
a crutch. 
The hour was struck by 
Death himself. 
Another curious clock was worked 
by balls which rolled down Inclined 
planes, finally being swallowed up by 
brass serpents, whose bodies the bait.* 
traversed 
before 
being 
thrown 
u; 
again 
by 
means 
of 
Archimedean 
screws. A plate filled with water in 
which a tortoise swam, turning and 
Indicating each hour, was y et another 
marvelous method of timekeeping. Th; 
hrim of the plate constituted the dial 
We have records of very old clock?* 
which faithfully exhibited processions 
of saints whose manifestations of obe 
dience to the Virgin and Child re­ 
vealed not only the religious views of 
the inventor, but also his aptitude for 
novelty 
Other ancient timekeepers 
Ingenious, but less fanciful, perhaps, 
display ed the motions of the sun and 
moon and the ebb and flow of the tide. 
George the Third invented a clock 
which, it is said, 
was 
capable 
of 
recording daily the rise and lull of the 
barometer. The registration was per 
formed by the aid of n pencil—float­ 
ing on the surface of the 
me rc ury 
! which traveled a circular card di­ 
vided into 3(55 parts by radiating Hues. 
It is more than a hundred 
y ears 
since the illumination of the dials of 
public clocks was first introduced 
Glasgow* being the first city to adopt 
the idea. At the present day we have 
me 
electromagnetic 
regulation 
of 
clocks, which Is by no means new to 
us, and also the electric clock which 
goes for three y ears; one recently 
invented is guaranteed to keep good 
time for ten y ears without attention.

“It Is my 
belief 
that 
religious 
teach* g in our homes, Sunday schools 
and churches, by 
the good 
mothers, 
fathers and ministers of Ohio is far 
preferable to compulsory teaching of 
religion by the state. 
“The spirit of our federal and state 
constitutions from the beginning has 
been to leave religious instruction to 
the discretion of parents. 
“Under existing Ohio law, as upheld 
by our supreme court, when the peo­ 
ple of local communities desire or de­ 
mand it, boards of education in tlieir 
discretion may require the reading of 
the Holy Bible in the schools. 
“In other words, we now have home 
rule in this respect and there is no 
necessity 
for 
this 
bill establishing 
state 
dictation in the 
m atter of re­ 
ligion. 
“As governor 
of all 
the 
people, 
sacredly pledged to uphold :he s.pirit 
and letter of the constitution, i can 
neither abridge nor compel religious 
worship in any form, and therefore, in 
the name of the founders of our free 
country and its soldier defenders, liv­ 
ing and dead. I must return this bill 
herewith to the house of its origin 
unapproved.”

Two Big Essentials in 
Producing Good Horses 
The present horse situation does not 
justify one in raising any kind 
of u 
horse except an exceptionally goo 1 
one. Two things are essential in r a i s ­ 
ing a 
good 
horse--good feed 
and 
plenty of it and a good sire. The good 
s*ire is of first importance because 
good feeding will not make a 
good 
horse without good breeding. This b e­ 
ing true, it is important that the man 
who would raise a good horse 
patron­ 
ize a good stallion. 
A good stallion is 
one that is both a good individual and 
! pure bred. 
Sometimes stallions that 
! are not pure breds are fairly good in­ 
dividuals, but if not pure bred their 
chances of producing good colts are 
considerably less than the good indi­ 
vidual that is pure bred. The state link 
provided a means of giving every stal­ 
lion patron this information for all 
stallions that legally stand for public 
service must have a license. 
This li­ 
cense states plainly whether a stallion 
is of pure bred, grade or scrub breed­ 
ing. 


Reduce Grain Ration 
If a eow is a heavy milking one It is 
necessary to reduce the grain ration 
just previous to calving, taking out the 
corn and linseed meal, Increasing the 
bran for the four or five days previous. 
Let the ration consist of five parts of 
bran and three parts of oats, fed spar­ 
ingly ; but the cow during this period 
should be given all of the roughage 
that she will clean up. Some moistened 
beet pulp may be added to the oats 
and bran t<> increase the bulk and pre­ 
vent milk fever. 


Sudan Grass Fertilizer 
There has been but few experiments 
made to determine the best fertilizers 
for sudan grass. Ordinarily where the 
soi l is reasonably good, no fertilizers j 
are used, but it would no doubt be ad­ 
visable on poorer land to use a com­ 
plete fertilizer such as is used on corn. 
In Kentucky the application of acid 
phosphate at the rate of 200 pounds 
per acre resulted In increased yields in 
eight out of urn races. 
The seed can 
be sown with a grain drill. 


Listing Good Practice 
On well-drained bottom land corn 
planted with a lister will produce ap­ 
proximately as high a yield as corn 
planted on plowed ground. On bottom 
land that Is heavy and poorly drained 
there is danger of the corn rotting In 
the spring in a i*erlod of wet weather 
when it is planted with a llster^O n 
such land It will usually pa* to plow 
with a disk furrow opener attachment 
to tke corn pl 
ater.
